At the outset the field of the 
newspaper was the whole Lake 
Okeechobée region and the muck 
lands generally; it had to bs so 
becsuse the population and busi- 
ness of "East Beach" (Canal Point 
and Pahokée) were insufficient to 
provide adequate revenue, In 7910- 
12 land companies had sold tracts 
of Evtgglades lands to thousands 
of persons; these buyers wanted 
to know what was going on ín the 
Everglades, and fully 2,000 Éf 
them became subscribers, Delay in. 
drainage and high taxes. caused 
most of them to give up their 
properties and they cancelled their 
subscriptions, 

Getting out the first issue in 
March 1924, there was a bad 
flgod ín-the fall of that year and 
I announced I would quif, but of- 
fers of support led me to continue; 
In 1926 and 1928 there were 
storms that -did great damage; 
fully 500 pérsons who "had been 
Subscribers were'drowned in those 
hurricanes. " 

Contests with the Everglades 
Drainage Board and two political 
campaigns were incidents of the 
period. Service Ón. ths board of 
county commissioners and in the 
legislature, with the conduct of 
the newspsper under adverse con- 
ditions "got me down", and when 
ihe “Hoover panic" came on “in 
1933 I was aware that I needed a 
Test, not having had a vacation 
for many years, and the only way 
taget a vacation was to get out of 
the newspaper business—and I got 
out. r

Twenty years of continuous 
publication of The Everglades 
News will be rounded out "next 
month; the first issue” having 
been in March, 1924. With the 
ixception of the Bank of Paho- 
kee, it is the oldest business Ín- 
stitution In this region. Publica- 
tion was begun before&here was 
a public foad—before W. J. Con-* 
ner's toll road. was in operatión, 
before the. extension of, the Flor- 
ida East Coast railfoad or the 
lines of the Southern Bell Tele- 
hone Company or the Western 
Ünion Telegraph Company or 
the Florida Power & Light 
Company. 

Passenger service was render- 
ed by McCoy Brothers’ -Crocodile 
Line and Fitshugh's mail boat 
ch the canal from West Palm 
Beach, and freight was carried 
on the mail boat and om boafs 
that ran without schedule from 
Okeechobec, Moore Havelgnd 
Sand Point, the latter nów 
Clewiston.
